My fearless, modelling and performance alter-ego! Lol. 


What is the reason for that hair color? 

Originally | tried orange just as a change from bright 
red (which I had 2004 - 2007 when | first started mo- 
delling) because more models started having bright 
red too and | wanted to be different! | was inspired by 
Leeloo in th Fifth Element movie. After | went orange 
in 2007 it just kind of stuck, it feels like perfectly me! 
It's also a bit more versatile for when | do mainstream 
work; it is easier to tone down to 'natural' red. 


Why you went to live in Los Angeles? 

| first started visiting LA when an American clothing 
designer friend (Mildred Von from Mother of London) | 
knew from London moved back to live there. She said 
| could visit and stay for free whenever | wanted so | 
went there for the first time in 2007. There are a lot of 
talented people to work with there so | continued to 
visit once or twice a year since then. | moved there per- 
manently 1 year ago after marrying my long term Ame- 
rican boyfriend, photographer Allan Amato. So | guess 
| have Mother of London to thank for that! 


How is the cultural life in Los Angeles? 

Itis very different to what | am used to from the UK and 
Europe! There is very little public transport, which is so 
strange for me after being used to getting buses and 
trains to all of my shoots for many years. LA is impos- 
sible to get around if you don't have a car. | do some- 
times miss London! And the culture of America is 
general is much more different than | realised pre- 
Val (much more Capitalist than the UK, for exam- 
ple). 


There are also many great artists, photographers and 
other people involved in films and photography 
though. 


What did you study? 
| have a Bsc (hons) degree in Natural Sciences/Biology 


Do you consider yourself a spectacular woman? 

| am not sure ‘spectacular’ is the right word! But | work 
hard and | think | am good at my job (| hope that does- 
n't sound too vain!). 


When did you decide to become a model? 

| did my first ever photoshoot in 2004. | can't quite re- 
member what made me decide to try it out! | was very 
shy at the time! | have always been very creative and 
artistic and | think | just wanted to try a new way to ex- 
press myself. | didn't really do any more photoshoots 
after that first one until a year later. 


What do you prefer to work, model, artist, performer or 
designer? 
I really love everything | do, | don't think | could pick a 


favourite! Probably modelling and drawing/painting 
equally. Performace and clothing design is something 
| have only started recently so | am still learning 


What do you feel inside a Latex suit (or another mate- 
rial) and wearing 14 cm high heels? 

Itis so much fun! | am already quite tall for an alterna- 
tive model (I am 174cm) so when | wear very high heels 
| am taller than nearly everyone else. And latex clings 
so tight and looks so amazing, it's easy to feel very 
confident and able to do anything! | stop being shy and 
quiet when | am wearing high heels and latex, it's like 
a transformation! 


Is it easy to stand out in this world or everything is in- 
vented? 

| think it takes hard work and imagination to do things 
that are new and original but it is possible. | try very 
hard to do things that | have never seen done before.

It depends on the shoot. In general "alternative" work 
allows me to have more creative input and | feel like it 
reflects my personality more. But | enjoy doing many 
different styles, | would get bored if | only did one kind 
of photoshoot.

How is the cultural life in Germany? 

| can not speak for everyone who lives in Germany, but in my 
opinion living here isn't always easy. Many cultures come to- 
gether in this country, which gives us a beautiful variety, but 
also cause some conflicts. When I'm walking down the streets 
wearing clothes and make up | like, some people stare at me 
and often insult me because of my really bright skin tone in 
combination with dark clothes and extreme make up. Every 
culture wants their place in Germany and that's okay. But they 
have to accept and respect everyone, even people who are dif- 
ferent than them. 


What did you study? 
| do not study yet, but hopefully I'll be accepted at an university 
of veterinary medicine end of 2013. 


When did you decide to become a model? 

There was never a clear decision. Some years ago my cousin 
bought a good camera and we had much fun taking pictures 
of each other. But when she moved far away | missed standing 
in front of a camera a lot. When | finished school in spring 
2012, suddenly | had a lot of free time and a friend told me 
about a website for models and photographers. | registered 
myself there and since then | always get new shooting re- 
guests of very talented photographers. Sometimes | am boo- 
ked for bigger projects as well. 


Why do you like model world? 

| enjoy being a model cause | get to know so many new people, 
create awesome pieces of art and spend unforgettable mo- 
ments with them. It's not only standing in front of a camera 
and posing, but getting in touch with designers, other models, 
people who organise fashion shows and all the creative people 
in the scene. And of course- reaching thousands of people 
with my artworks, inspiring and motivating them to break free 
of their grey everyday life. 


What do you feel inside a Latex suit (or another material) and 
wearing 14 cm high heels? 

Wearing latex for the first time was a really new experience for 
me. First it had to getting used to it, cause it feels different 
than any other material. But soon | recognized that it clings to 
the body like a second skin with the flattering effect of empha- 
sizing the female curves. Together with my favorite plateau 
boots, which are 20cm high, | feel like a goddess. ;) 


Is it easy to stand out in this world or everything is invented? 
| think | stand out because of my appearance. | am tall, very 
skinny, pale and redheaded by nature. Not many people look 
like this, | guess. That's why | stand out like a sore thumb, even 
when | wear normal clothes and no makeup. 
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Your natural red hair, Did you benefited or not? 

1 really benefited from my hair colour. Often | think I 
get reduced to my red hair, cause when | upload 
photos with different coloured wigs or b/w-photos, 
my fans don't like them and write that this wouldn't 
be me.. But my whole school time long | was bullied 
because of my hair colour. They gave me insulting 
names and | never had many friends. Isn't it funny 
how everything changed and turned out well? Today 
over ten thousand people love me exactly for my na- 
tural redheadedness. 


What do you prefer a normal photoshoot or some- 
thing more alternative?

In my free time | raise orphaned Hedgehog puppies, 
care for sick and injured adult hedgehogs and other 
animals. 


Which photographer would you like to pose and 
why? 

To be honest | don't know many famous photogra- 
phers. It always depends on their individual sedcard. 


Do you think the use of Photoshop has distorted re- 
ality? 

It definitely has. | often see photos of models | know 
in real life, which are completely photoshoped. It's 
not only the normal beauty retouch, but boobs and 
booty are edited bigger, waists are made tinnier, legs 
longer... Why is that necessary? 


| forbid every photographer who works with me to 
photoshop my body shapes. If he doesn't likes my 
body, he shouldn't book me. 


Are you an exhibitionist? Do you like it? Thousand 
eyes looking you, admiring you? 

Lam not an exhibitionist. | just like to share my cre- 
ativity and inspire people with my appearance. In si- 
tuations like doing a catwalk | don't even recognize 
how many people are looking at me.

| got unbelievable requests for nude shootings. 
Some photographers wanted to pay me hundreds of 
Euro, but | said 'no'. | am not prudish and | don't feel 
ashamed for my naked body, but the internet forgets 
and forgives nothing. If | ever find someone who 


falls in love with me, | don't want his family, friends 
and workmates watching me naked. 


A couple of models you admire or have as a refe- 
rence? 

| don't have any other models | orientate myself by. 
Of course, sometimes | see photos which inspire me, 
but it would be pontless to name every artist of 
them. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

In my opinion anything is beautiful when it's at least 
a bit feminine. | really don't know why but | love long 
healthy hair, full lips, soft skin and passionate eyes. 


Why vegetarian? 

Because | love animals. They never disappointed 
me. | have more animals friends than human 
friends. That's the reason why | don't want any ani- 
mals to die for me. 


Are you animals lover? 
How you can read in the last question, | am. There- 
fore | will become a veterinarian. 


What do you think about Bullfight in Spain? 

| don't understand why this horrifying act of brutality 
and stupidity is not forbidden worldwide by yet.

Why oddball? 

Because l've always been interested in weird, strange 
and unusual things. l've never really been afraid to 
act on a creative impulse either, so ever since | was 
little 

I've often been seen as odd by people around me. 
More often than not it's in a good way though, so I'm 
definitely not complaining! 


How is the cultural life in Swedish? 

The interest in burlesque shows as well as the inte- 
rest in alternative and fetish fashion seems to be 
growing constantly, so if theme parties are your thing 
you'd probably like it here! Unfortunately I don't really 
have the time to go to... well, almost any of them, 
since I'm a full-time university student. 


That in combination with my modelling pretty much 
takes up all of my time. 


What did you study? 

Last year | studied English literature and finished my 
BA. | wrote a phenomenological essay on Mansfield 
Park, that was quite the adventure! Right now I'm ta- 
king criminology which is incredibly interesting. For 
the moment my main focus is victimology, so my 
most recent essay was on how the law regarding 
prostitution in Sweden might victimize the prostitu- 
tes but at the same time rob them of any credibility 
as victims of crimes outside of the sex industry... It's 
sort of along story. 


I really miss studying literature though, being able to 
curl up in bed with a great novel and being able to 
write that off as schoolwork was amazing. 


Why the decision of be vegetarian? 

I made that decision pretty much as soon as | could. 
| was about 4 or 5, and | was an incredibly picky eater 
(still am, really). When | realized that almost every- 
thing | found disgusting had one thing in common — 
being meat — and that there was an option — beco- 
ming a vegetarian — it was the obvious thing to do. 
Of course, | didn't guite have the words for it at the 
time so | guess | just said "I don't eat meat", | don't 
think | was fully aware that vegetarianism was a 
thing until a few years later. 


| don't really mind others eating meat, as long as they 
know where it's coming from and so on. It's not like 
| lecture people | know on how evil they are to eat 
poor, defenseless animals or anything, so it's not a 
political standpoint or some such. However, | don't 
think | could ever live with a person who eats meat 
because | definitely wouldn't want it in my house. 


When did you decide to become a model? 

It just sort of happened for me, | got spotted in the 
Stockholm Pride Parade 2007 and it just kept going. 
I've always loved creative fashion though, and when 
| discovered latex | was hooked! The same goes for 
corsets and the pinup look. | adore the aesthetics, so 
this industry is really one great big creative play- 
ground to me! 


What do you feel inside a Latex suit (or another ma- 
terial) and wearing 14 cm high heels? 

Empowered, | suppose. Being able to look and act the 
way | want would by no means be a right anywhere 
in the world, so it makes me feel guite free, too. It's 
also a great way to boost my confidence, nothing 
makes me feel guite as badass as a good catsuit! 


Is it easy to stand out in this world or everything is 
invented? 

I'm not sure it really matters, as long as you're happy 
with yourself and what you're doing originality beco- 
mes irrelevant. Most good ideas are probably already 
out there, but the amount of new possible interpre- 
tations is probably endless. Everyone looks at things 
in different ways, so as long as you're not actively 
stealing ideas from other people you should be fine. 
| actually try to avoid looking at the work of others in 
my field, and instead look to books and movies for 
inspiration. This way, even if there'll be a lot of people 
using the same reference material, at least we'll all 
present our own take on it. 
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What do you prefer a normal photoshoot or some- 
thing more alternative? Why? 

Definitely something alternative. I've tried working in 
mainstream fashion and while it makes for pretty 
pictures | never feel as creative there as | do in the 
alternative genre. I'm in this for the creative outlet, if 
| don't get to create my own concepts and style my 
own shoots it has very little point or purpose to me. 


Do you only work in the fashion industry or is it only 
a complement? 

It's just something | do on the side. | don't think I'd 
want to model full-time, for two reasons. For one, it 
just isn't very challenging intellectually. I'd most li- 
kely get bored out of my mind in the long run. Se- 
condly, | don't think I'd enjoy the creativity as much 
anymore if it had the pressure that comes with a full- 
time job attached to it. | want to do it because | have 
a new idea that | love and want to make real, not be- 
cause | have to pay the rent. 


Which photographer would you like to pose and why? 
There are so many it's hard to keep track! 


Do you think the use of Photoshop has distorted re- 
ality? 

That depends on how you choose to see the things 
created in photoshop. | don't see my modelling as 
creating representations of myself, | see it as crea- 
ting presentations of my ideas. There is a distinct dif- 
ference here. If | wanted to represent myself | would 
mind the fact that not all photographers retouch the 
same way or the fact that | don't look the same going 
to the post office as | do in my photographs. Of 
course | don't look the same without makeup, styling 
and so on. The person | am stressing out to meet a 
university deadline is pretty far removed from the 
photos of me in a catsuit. 


Then again, if we're talking photoshop as in the use 
of itin mainstream media, on advertisements and so 
on, then yeah, maybe we should take it down a notch 
or twelve. 


Are you an exhibitionist? Do you like it? Thousand 
eyes looking you, admiring you? 

Yes and no. I'm one of those people who have no 
trouble what so ever walking around the house wi- 
thout clothes on, not caring what the neighbors 
might think. But that has nothing to do with exhibi- 
tionism, at least not to me. It has to do with being at 
ease with myself and comfortable in my own skin 
(and to be completely honest; more than anything it 
has to do with being too lazy to get dressed unless | 
have to). As for my modelling, sure | love it when 
others appreciate what I've created, absolutely. And 
of course it's always nice to be complimented, but 
what | really love is when people see the idea, the 
thought put into the shoot, rather than my features 


or general appearance. 


What wouldn't you do even if you were paid all the 
money in the world? 

Be pregnant. Not because | don't like kids, but I'm to- 
kophobic so if I'm having any I'll be adopting. 


A couple of models you admire or have as a refe- 
rence? 

| have a lot of friends and acquaintances in the in- 
dustry who are all amazingly gorgeous and inspiring. 
I don't really want to start listing names because I'm 
afraid I'll forget someone, but let's just say that there 
area lot of alt. models in Sweden. And a lot of really 
good ones, at that! 


What is your definition of beauty? 

Something that intrigues and excites me in a positive 
way, something that invokes a feeling of beuaty from 
being experienced. You know, when you feel like your 
existence becomes more beautiful in itself from se- 
eing or hearing something beautiful... And that can 
really be anything to be, from a person or an artwork 
to a landscape. 


If you could choose what historical period would you 
choose? 

It might sound dull, but | think I'd choose this one. | 
love the cut and style of clothes from the 50's or the 
late 19th century, but | wouldn't want to live my life 
back then. | adore the freedom to choose whatever 
fashion | want to today. It gives me the privilege to 
choose the best parts of all past historical periods 
and make what | want to of them. For instance, | 
adore Victorian inspired dresses, but made with short 
skirts. And 50's style lingerie made in latex. The op- 
portunity to combine elements of different things | 
love is thrilling to me. 


Any project in the future? 

I'm planning quite a few things right now! For one, 
I'm making plans for a Queen of Hearts-inspired 
shoot with Josefine Jönsson and Sarah Burchill that 
I'm really looking forward to. There are some plans 
to create a video too, on another theme I've been lo- 
oking forward to working with for ages. 


I've also started singing again, which is something | 
haven't done for years. | can't tell you much more 
about that project until some more pieces fall into 
place during this summer but | can tell you that I'm 
very excited about it! 


Is there anything you would like to add? 
My humble thanks to the people who show apprecia- 
tion for my work and support my silly adventures!

We are in daily life designers, so photography is a 
small step to make. We do love photography, however 
we don't see ourselves as photographers since we 
studied for design. 


Do you believe photography is underestimated and 
considered a minor art? 
| think art in general is underestimated. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of mo- 
dels? 

No, they are already very experienced fetish models 
and we know them well from the fetish scene. We like 
to keep it spontaneous and fun for ourselves and the 
models, because we're doing it in our spare time. 


What do you prefer. taking many photographs or just 
a few during a session but spend more time on each 
one? 

If it's a paid job, | spend more time on a few pictures. 
Fetish photo's are not for the money but for the plea- 
sure, so in this case we preferably take more to keep 
it spontaneous. 


What makes you different from other photographers? 
That we're not photographers. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

Reality and differences. We like real people, with real 
features and real personalities. We like to capture the 
beautiful side of the model instead of extensively 
using photoshop to make her look beautiful. 


What is more important today: mastering the camera 
or Photoshop? 


Mastering your eyes. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

Different every time. We don't have a technical style, 
we just look what's most fitting. Sometimes it's digi- 
tal, sometimes analogue, flashlights, daylight, conti- 
nues light or we just make the equipment ourselves. 


In the digital era, anyone can be a photographer? 
Sure, but mastering photography is a total different 
thing. 


How important are wardrobe and make up in the final 
output? 

Very important like all the other aspects of photo- 
graphy are. 


Is there any person you specially would love to have 
in front of your camera? 
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I have a Zlata and Lisbeth Salander crush. 


And anyone you would not like to portrait not for all 
the world? 
A cranky person. 


B/W or full color pictures? 

B/W can become a trick. Most people think B/W is 
easier, but | think it's more difficult. Composition, 
shape, playing with light and shadows is so essen- 
tial with B/W. I'll go for color, since | can identify 
myself more with a colorful person. 


What are your favorite pics? 
MANY! ... oh wait, it's about my pictures. | love them 
egually. 


You're a Fetish photographer and why? 

In daily life my work is all about concept, the clients, 
brain breaking things. In the weekend | just like to 
do the total opposite. Don't think difficult about it, 
just work more through intuition. | guess making 
fetish party pictures and backstage photo's are my 
favorite, since you capture memories. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

We analyze the situation we have (where is the lo- 
cation, how much time do we have etc). Mostly we 
look through fashion shoots, do light tests, since 
every time we want a new challenge. We're still in 
our experimental phase and photography has en- 
dless options with light, so we're still learning and 
we love to keep it that way.

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Can you tell us who the mysterious lady is behind Ar- 
dita Fashion? 

I don't consider myself mysterious, but more a discrete 
person. I'd rather have attention for my work, than for 
who | am. However, for who really wants to know: My 
name is Barbara Sandri, | am Italian, but I've been living 
in The Netherlands for 9 years now. 


How did you get into designing latex clothes? 

My work as a latex designer is the result of the need for 
a new challenge, after I've worked with “traditional” 
materials for years after finishing fashion school. 


Where does your fascination for latex comes from? 
My first acquaintance with latex was seven years ago. 
However the real fascination can be traced back to five 
years ago, when my husband surprised me with a spe- 
cial gift, namely a private photo shoot with photogra- 
pher Peter Czernich from Marquis magazine. After this 
fantastic experience latex has stolen my heart and 
changed my life forever. 


Has latex something to do with fetish and BDSM? Or 
do you see latex in particular as fashion? 

It's inevitable that latex is being associated with fetish 
and BDSM. Latex is a very sensual material which may 
well be used for erotic interpretation. But for me it's 
not the only way to look at it. | find it a challenge to pre- 
sent latex in a whole different situation, and change the 
image from latex by removing it from the fetish context 
into everyday life. | will do so by using new forms and 
structures like the use of chlorinated latex (which we 
started with recently) This will change its look into pure 
fashion. 


Do you wear latex yourself? And if so, what does this 
mean to you? 

Before | even tried it on, | already had a crush on the 
material itself. So the answer is: yes, | love to. But not 
just for fetish parties, also for ordinary life, where | like 
to combine it with "normal" clothes. Wearing latex, not 
only provides a special sensation to your skin, but it 
also makes you feel like a diva in it; feminine, and in the 
center of attention! 


Does fetish also play a part in your personal life? 
Absolutely, because | have a fetish for my work! 


What is typical Ardita? In other words, what distinguis- 
hes your work from others? And do you have a trade 
mark? 

| think my work really distinguishes itself by the good 
fit, and the attention to detail. Our other "trade mark" 
are the scale patterns that allow us to work with mul- 
tiple colors combinations. 


Is the wearing of Ardita fashion only reserved for slim 
women, or is it also suitable for women with a bigger 
clothing size? 


Ardita fashion is suitable for all women regardless size, 
who want to feel attractive, feminine and self-assured. 
We also make custom clothing and have seen all sizes 
pass by. | want to make an effort of creating a design 
that fits with one's figure. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

Real beauty beholds far more than the pure esthetic 
part. |t's a matter of charisma, attitude, character an 
especially personality. What looks good on one person 
can look completely different on another person. This 
has a lot to do with personality; what makes one per- 
son feel confident and as aresult will make her shine, 
may do just the opposite for another person. 


Who is your fetish favorite model, or who would you 
like to dress someday? 

| don't have a favorite model, each model with whom | 
was lucky enough to work with had the ability of inter- 
preting my clothes in a different way. It's the woman 
who makes a garment look unigue and exclusive, not 
the other way around. There are many women that | 
would like to dress someday. One of them is Dita von 
Teese, she is so elegant and has a very strong cha- 
risma. 


Do you have an ideal concerning your carrier? In other 
words, where do you see yourself ideally in about ten 
years? 

| largely have reached most of my goals, | am fortunate 
to do something that | really love and to share this with 
my husband who is not just an irreplaceable partner, 
but also the person who made this possible for me. | 
do have some desires for the future; like the coopera- 
ting with an established fashion designer and to draw 
more attention of a bigger group of people to latex fas- 
hion. And | have a dream that one day | may have the 
luck to present my creations in the Italian Vogue. 


Who is your favorite designer or couturier? are you ins- 
pired by this designer in your own work? 

| don't have one favorite designer, but | admire the work 
of several people for different reasons. For example 
Coco Chanel, she caused a revolution in women's fas- 
hion, and Madame Gres for her use of pleats in order 
to create all kinds of volumes, Armani who reinvented 
the gentleman's jacket with a feminine touch and thus 
created a garment which is also suitable for women. 
And the list continues with names as Dolce and Gab- 
bana, Jean Paul Gaultier and Alexander mc Oueen. 


One by one designers who contributed a lot to fashion 
in general, and in particular managed to create the 
image of strong and sensual women. Of course | ad- 
mire all of them and | am also inspired by them, but it's 
most important to discover your own style and find 
your passion. 




























































Is there also a menswear collection by Ardita fashion? Or do you have 
any plans in developing one? | | 
We do have a menswear collection. You can find some pictures on 

our Facebook fan page and also in the shop. However, most of what 
we manufacture is by special order and that's the reason that there 
are not so many pictures of it. 


For the runway we usually work with female models, but we are plan- 
ning to develop a show with male models if we can find the time and 
the right models. 


Do you also like to visit fetish parties? Which ones are your favorite? 
If we can, we like to visit fetish parties, unfortunately my husband 
often has to work in the weekends which makes it difficult to find the 
time. We like to go to parties like Dominatrix, but we also like to go 
abroad, for example: Fetish Evolution in Germany in Essen and Torture 
Garden in London. 


Last but not least, is there something specific you want to say to our 
readers? Or do you have some words of wisdom or a personal philo- 
sophy you want to share with us? 

No, not really, but I do like to tell people Be yourself at all times and 
have the guts to be what you want to be.

Niceland, formerly Iceland, was a heavy metal Icelan- 
dic group established in 1983 by Jaz Coleman from Ki- 
lling Joke and the Icelandic band beyr. 


In 1982 Jaz Coleman, the leading vocalist of Killing 
Joke, moved to Iceland next to his guitarist Kevin 'Ge- 
ordie' Walker in pursuit of resurrecting the Icelandic 
rock scene. There, they contacted some musicians and 
started playing with beyr, which was an accomplished 
New Wave group not only in Iceland, but in Scandinavia 
as well. 


By 1982 beyr's lineup consisted of singer Magnüs 
Guömundsson, guitarists Guëlaugur Kristinn Öttars- 
son and borsteinn Magnusson, bassist Hilmar Örn Ag- 
narsson, and drummer Sigtryggur Baldursson. 
However, borsteinn Magnusson left the band to begin 
his own solo project, Stanya, soon releasing an album 
titled Lif. Singer Magnus took his place in the group. 


In 1983, beyr and Jaz Coleman formed a group called 
Iceland, but later the name was changed to Niceland 
by guitarist Gudlaugur Óttarsson. 


Niceland rehearsed for a few weeks and after creating 


five songs they went to Hljóóriti studios and recorded 
only three. The group was dissolved after the recording 
sessions because Jaz had problems with alcohol and 
the band decided to write their own songs. Jaz joined 
guitarist Árni Kristjánsson and drummer Þórarinn Kris- 
tjánsson from the band Vonbrigði and played for a 
while until he reassembled Killing Joke with bassist 
Birgir Mogensen, and guitarists Guðlaugur and Geor- 
die. They played for about two months, and then Jaz 
returned to Great Britain to reestablish Killing Joke. 


Þorsteinn Magnússon returned to Þeyr and toured 
Scandinavia, but Þeyr broke up in July 1983 and its 
members followed different paths. The three tracks re- 
corded by Niceland have remained as unpublished 
material up to present times.

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The gibbous moon hangs heavily above the cos- 
mopolitan port city of Kobe, as myriad neon signs 
and street lamps attempt to compete with Luna's 
celestial effulgence. With the Rokko mountain 
range looming far ahead of me, | make my way 
across a bustling thoroughfare, progressing north- 
ward toward the historical Kitano-chö district that 
is renowned for its turn-of-the-century Western 
mansions and picturesque mountainside views of 
the city and harbor below. The bright lights of 
downtown are now behind me, and a subdued at- 
mosphere pervades the passages and alleyways 
before me. | catch sight of a Christian church, and 
even a mosque, all giving evidence of this area's 
rich background as a collection of foreigners' resi- 
dences and consulates during the Meiji and Taisho 
periods of Japan's history. My goal does not lie 
with such modern beacons of organized religion. 
No, | seek a different Mecca, and my pilgrimage is 
nothing less than heretical. 


My path slopes upward, and only a few passersby 
can be seen, on their way home or back down to- 
ward the more lively centers of nightlife that wait 
below. The street is no different from any other, or 
so it would seem. Ahead of mel catch sight of the 
sign that | have been searching for. An ominous 
shadow stretches menacingly across the sidewalk 
onto the street: a gargoyle, illuminated from behind 
above a pitch-black building. No sign announces 
the name of the establishment, but the heavy stud- 
ded doors leave no question. This is Kobe's pre- 
mier Gothic fetish bar, IDEA. 


Stepping inside of a darkened entryway, the sub- 
dued lights of a sleek and modern bar glow invi- 
tingly from the interior. In time with the dull, 
thudding bass from within, twilight hues of cobalt, 
indigo, and crimson alternate across the bar sur- 
face dominated by a luminous demonic sigil, the 
personal symbol of the owner, Midori. On either 
side of the mark are glass panels that cover baleful 
beds of gleaming nails protruding upward. The 
light yet heady scents of incense and leather float 
cloyingly in the air, and it isn't long before the mis- 
tress of the house makes her appearance. 


Attired appropriately in a flowing black dress with 
her long dark tresses tumbling over her shoulders, 
Midori is flanked by a blonde leather-clad vixen 
and a young Gothic & Lolita-type sporting curly 
ebony locks. Her imposing appearance certainly 
lives upto the part of a mistress of such an... 














...establishment, but upon recognizing me she im- 
mediately breaks out a warm welcome in a melli- 
fluous Kansai dialect. I've known Midori since her 
days employed at Club DOMA, another fetish bar in 
the area, and | make it a point to visit her new es- 
tablishment whenever my business brings me to 
Western Japan. 


As a talented kinbaku (Japanese rope-binding) ar- 
tist, Midori opened IDEA on July 4th, 2010 in the 
hopes of creating her own unique mystical space, 
and she has certainly succeeded. Midori is the 
cousin of DJ Taiki, renowned as the diabolical force 
behind Osaka's Gothic scene and owner of the oc- 
cult shop Territory, and it was he who contributed 
to some of the more detailed aspects of the club's 
design. The iron bars behind the counter are divi- 
ded into three sections of six bars each, and such 
details extend even to the powder room, where 72 
iron bars line the walls to represent the demons re- 
counted in the Ars Goetia. As a nod to more mo- 
dern horror tastes, a life-size replica of the famous 
Count in his transformed bat-like state from Bram 
Stoker's Dracula (Francis Ford Coppola, 1992) 
hangs from above. 


The split-level design with a high ceiling allows for 
aerial shows and even suspension performances, 
and there have been numerous events since the 
establishment's opening last year. The aforemen- 
tioned "beds of nails" are available for more adven- 
turous customers, and the VIP room upstairs 
includes comfortable couches and a canopied bed. 
ADJ console has been installed for events, and the 
musical accompaniment is usually hand-picked by 
Taiki, featuring hard tech industrial, synth pop, new 
wave, and aggrotech. 


The hours fly by in discussions of the occult, horror 
films, music, and mutual acquaintances, and be- 
fore | know it the witching hour is upon us. This 
would usually mean that the nocturnal rituals are 
just beginning. Unfortunately, for me it means that 
there is a train to catch. Nevertheless, | leave be- 
hind that unhallowed space secure in the kno- 
wledge that there will always be a dark sanctuary 
for children of the night, nestled between the 
mountains and the sea here in Kobe.
